Leutsville’s Railroad Facilities. 

Louisville and her railroads remind us of 

along table with a great many stanch 
props at one end and one solitary leg to 
support the whole at the other. The 
chances are that under a heavy burden the 
one leg will be unable properly to support 
its load. At any rate the table is apt to 
swag, end produce confusion among the 
good things placed upon it or allow them 
to roll off at the sides. 

We see advertised in our papers the 
Louisville, New Albany and Chicago, the 
Jeffersonville and Indianapolis, the Ohio 
and Mississippi, the Short-line, the Frank- 
fort an@ Lexington, the Elizabethtown 
and Paducah, the Shelby, the Bardstown 
and the Lebanon Branch Railroads. Soon 
will be constructed the St. Louis Abr. line, 
the Knoxville Branch to Norfolk, and the 
Lexington and Big Sandy. Thus we 
see nine different lines, varying in mag 
nitude and importance, with an 
immediate prospect of an addition of 
three, all of which demand a Southern out- 
let. For the outlet, Louisville furnishes 
only the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. 
This railroad is the prop expected to sus- 
tain that end of the table where all of 
the dishes, and nearly all 
of the viands, will be crowded. You may 
say, and we will admit, that this one leg 
is very stout, and the more it is burdened 
the stouter and more capable it is apt to 
grow; but the surface of. the table is very 
broad, and this leg, let it grow never so 
much, will be unable to support the whole 
properly. First, there will be stagnations, 
blockades, a piling up of dishes, and then 
the table will swag, and one by one the 
dishes will slide off into the greedy hands 
waiting at the sides to catch. 

Take the other end of the line. At 
Nashville, Memphis and Chattanooga we 
find centering numerous railroads, doing 
the business of a.vast section of country, 
which require a Northern outlet. To 
them is furnished only the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. 

In addition to all this, Louisville is a 
great producing place herself. She has 
many manufactories, the number of whieh 
is rapidly increasing. She is destined to 
become one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, of the manufacturing cities of the 
West, as witness her unrivaled water 
power. Nearly all of her trade and her 
productions go South. For all this im- 
mense traffic there is but one outlet. 

To aay this ought not to be, to say that 
it ig against the interests of our city, to say 
that it needs an immediate remedy, is to 
express a fact so often repeated, so well 
understood, so fully admitted, that it has 
become à truism. We appeal, then, to the 
business men in Louisville to take this 
matter in hand, and to give us another 
Southern road. To them is the greatest 
necessity, to them belongs the greatest 
power, and to them will be the greatest re- 
ward. 

Our readers are familiar with the propo- 
sition of Mr. Surrn, President of the 
Cumberland and Ohio Railroad, to consol- 
idate his road, from Taylorsville to the 
State line, with the proposed Louisville 
and Chattanooga road, thus giving the 
latter line the aifvantage of $2,000,000 of 
subscriptions. In order to complete this 
contract the Louisville and Chattanoogu 
Railroad Company must be formed, and a 
President and Directors must be chosen, 
but. before this can be dene under the 
charter of the road, $25,000 cash subscrip- 
tion must be raised. Where are our 
Hamintons, Brannins, MircHeis and 
Duncans? Let them come forward. Let 
the subscription be raised. Let the con- 
solidation with Mr. Surrn's company be 
effected. Then let Louisville vote a tax 
sufficient to secure the completion of the 
road. 

But if the reasons urged above are not 
sufficient to induce our business men to 
act, there are others. Louisville is not as 
active as she might be in many things. 
She does very little, for instance, in the 
advertising line. Her great rivals, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati, are straining every 
nerve. St. Louis is pushing her railroads 
South, and threatening to take our trade 
from our very doors. She has annually 
the largest fair in the world, or if it is not 
the largest it is at least so large that only 
the World's Fair surpasses it, which brings 
her crowds of. visitors and advertises her 
business in every quarter of the country. 
Cincinnati, following suit, in her small way, 
is preparing for another exhibition. She 
has been working all the while with des- 
perate energy to put through her pet South: 
erm railroad scheme. She has lavished her 
money. She has had her agents through- 
out our State electioneering among the 
candidates, and endeavoring to influence 
our elections. Her rapacity is such that 
she would not only take to herself the 
trade of Louisville, but would sacrifice, in 
order to accomplish her purpose, some of 
our most sacred constitutional rights. 
Moreover, she was nearly successful in our 
Legislature last winter, All this work will 
surely not lessen her chances. 

These facts we submit are worthy of 
consideration. They are well known, they 
are established, and they stare us in the 
face. Will they move us to action? A 
little pluck, determination, energy, will 
build another Southern road. The road 
once established, all the benefits will be 
received, all the necessities supplied, all 
the dangers averted, that have been above 
enumerated. 

Shall we have the road? This question 
our businesa men must answer. We have 
done our part when we give a timely

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The Communist Element of 8 
Our dispatches this morning indicate that 
the fires of Communism in France are only 
smouldering, and are liable to break out into 
another disastrous conflagration at any mo- 
ment. A general Socialist movement, now 
imminent in Southern France, excites the 
‘anxiety ot the French Government, and the 
numbers and infinence of the International 
Society,.notwithstanding its recent bloody 
failure in Paris, have aroused the fears of 
other powers. The approaching conference 
between Thiers, Von Beust and Lord Gran- 
ville, representing France, Austria and Eng- 
land, is said to be really for the purpose 
of discussing this formidable league and con- 
certiag measures to oppose its intrigues, whieh 
are all aimed at the overthrow of monarch- 
ical institutions and the substitution of 
a style of government which they call 
ifberty; but which, as far as we have 
get seen it Illustrated in practice, is the most 
infamous and unbridled license. That the In- 
ternationals are stronger than many suppose 
is evident from the uneasiness of the European 
governments, and from the threatening mur- 
murs that are continually coming up in differ- 
ent quarters from the lower strata of European 
life; for it is clear these are less the result of 
fermentation than of fomentation. 


The New York Explosion. 

The official investigation into the causes 
which produced the frightful disaster to the 
ferry steamer Westfield, in New York, on 
Sunday, reveals a state of facts which the 
public, who travel where life depends from 
hour to hour and from day to day, constantly 
and entirely, upon the competency and watch 
fulness of one man, would do well to ponder. 
Here is an illiterate and ignorant negro en 
gineer, who has been repeatedly threat- 
encd with dismissal, and once actu- 
ally discharged for either carelessly or 
recklessly allowing the steam pressure in 
his boilers te reach a dangerous point, yet 
continued in his important and responsible 
position until a catastrophe which appalled 
the country burst upon unsuspecting crowds 
of pleasure-seekers and in the twinkling of 
aneye swept more thana hundred of them 
into eternity. Had the people known the 
facts in regard to the engineer they might 
have avoided the danger by avoiding the boat. 
But they did not know them,though the Ferry 
Company did, a fact which adds considerably 
to the responsibility of the company 
for the disaster. The superintendent 
of the line solemnly avers that 
if the engineer had not carried too much 
steam the boiler would not have exploded; 
vet in the next breath, with an inconsistency 
which only serves to expose his purpose to 
screen the company from blame, he avows 
his entire confidence in the very engineer who 
did that awful work of death! This thing of 
experimenting with the strength of boilers on 
a boat crowded with human beings is danger- 
ous, a deadly game. Scores of lives are thus 
put at risk by the folly or ignorance or reck- 
lessness ofa single man; anda people who prate 
as much as we do about the sacredness of 
human life should hold toa stern accouuta- 
bility those who permit it as well as those who 
do it. .

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The Effects of the Il Treatment of a 
Brutal Husband

About six weeks ago he drove her into the street, 
and threw her clothes after her, swearing that 
she should never enter his house again. The 
poor woman was taken in and cared for hy one 
Mr. Myers, her next-door neighbor, and informa- 
tion of the busband’s conduct reported to the 
police headquarters, An officer was sent to the 
house, but in the meantime the husband had in- 
duced his wife to return to his home, promising 
better conduct for the future. Again, however, 
only tbree days before her confinement, he beat 
. scars of 
which still are te be seen. ‘ 

Nine days ago she gave birth. to-wiittie girl, 
whose coming seems to have infuriated her hus- 
band to madness, to be quieted only by his wife's 
death. He provided no comforts for her, and 
admitted no medical attendance but his own. 
He did all the cooking himself, but, it is said, re- 
fused to give his bed-ridden wife the food neces- 
sary to sustain ber life. Wednesday some of the 
neighbors came in, and found, in spite of the in- 
tense heat of the day, that the husband had 
placed over his wife a heavy feather bed, besides 
one or two blankets, closing, at the same time, 
all the doors and windows. It was 
imsisted that the covering should be re- 
moved, which was done; but no sooner had the 
neighbors gone out than it was replaced. That 
night at seven o'clock she died. Her husband 
was not present at the time, but, coming in a 
short time afterwards, found his wife dead. A 
number of neighbors had come in and arranged 
the body in its last sleep. The husband, even 
then, exhibited no remorse, no sorrowing, but 
demeaned himself beside the dead body and be- 
fore all those present in a manner too indecent 
for publication. At two o'clock y 5 morn- 
ing he disappeared, and had not been captured 
up to midnight.

YESTERDAY'S FIRE. 


The Fall Particulars—Loss $44,500, 
and Insurance $15,500. 

At the late hour of the fire on Eighth and 
Water streets yesterday morning it was impossi- 
ble to give many particulars. The fire was one 
of the mogt destructive that has visited Louis- 
ville in a long time, both as to the actual loss in- 
curred and the number of buildings destroyed. 

As near as can be ascertained it originated 
in the blacksmith shop of Thomas Meikle 
& Co., although there does not seem to 
be any definite information on this 
point. When discovered it had made so 
much headway, and the buildings were ao united 
and joined inthe rear, that different persons 
give different accounts as to where it really did 
commence. The flames spread with alarming 
rapidity, reaching out their fiery tongues and 
lapping in building after building, until no less 
than seven were furnishing fuel to the destruc- 
tive element. At this time the awful spiendor of 
the scene was perfectly grand. The lurid flame 
shot heavenward, lighting up the entire city, and 
making the opposite bank of the river quite as 
observable as in daylight. 

The alarm was sounded shortly after | o clock, 
and con the entire city fire department was on 
hand laboring to subdue the flames. By almost su- 
perbuman efforts the brick house on the corner of 
Eighth ana Oemchy streets was saved with only 
slight damage. This Is owned by Daniel 
MecSweeny. and rented to Jeremiah 0 Haran. 
who sub-lets it to John Halligan and Mrs. Mc Don- 
ald, a widow lady. None of the three families 
occupying this building sustained any loss other 
than resulting from removing their fur- 
niture inte the back yard. It was insured in 
the German Insurance Company, of Louisville, 
for $2,000. Loss probably $500, as the inner wall 
will have to be rebuilt. Next to this building, in 
the direction of the river, was George Scott's el- 
evator shop; everything destroyed; loss $3,000, 
with no insurance. Next, Thomas Meikle & Co.'s 
bolt factory, with blacksmith shop attached; 
everything destroyed; total loss $10,000. Insured 
for $5,000 in Girard Co., $3,000, and in Howard. 
$2,000. The next building was a very large one, 
occupied by J.J. Hare as a pump and block 
manufactory. This completed the destruction 
on Eighth street to the river front. On Water 
street, the next building below was also occu- 
pied by Mr. Hare as a blacksmith shop; also a 
finiahing shop in the rear. Mr. Hare estimates 
his loss at $25,000; insured for $6,000, 

Adjoining this, and completely destroyed, was 
the 1 trame dwelling owned by Mr. Pat 
Filaher. me ae was occupied by three 
families—that of . Flaher, brother, and Mr. 
John Dunn. u ot the furniture, bed-cloth- 
ing, ., was saved. Loss, $1,500; insured for 
$1,000. The last building consumed was a three- 
story brick, used as a tenement, and owned by 
Mr. Michael McDonough. Total loss, $4,500; in- 
sured for $1,500 inthe Kentucky and Louisville 
Mutual Company. This building was occupied 
by the families of Michagl McDonough, Mr. 
Hines, Mr. Lentz, Mr. We and a widow lady. 
Most all the ho goods of the tenants were 
saved.

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‘THE ESTILL KUKLUK. 


Some New and Important Develop-

he Persecuted Men 


IS THERE KUKLUX AT ALL! 


A week or two since a series of articles ap- 
peared in the Covrren-Jounnal relative to out- 


of four prisoners, from the very neighborhood of 
these allegad Kuklux outrages. One of the pris- 
oners arrested is Bruce Thomas, who was stated, 
by the Government witness (Payne) to be the 
Captain of the “Bottom Company of Kuklux, 
which took part in the whipping of Adams and 
the assault on Boney Vaughn’s house. Mr. 
Thomas agrees with the prisoners who had their 
examination a few days ago, in the estimate 
placed on the cheracter of the witness, Payne. 
It is stated by these gentlemen that their arrest 


among 

who do not belong to the Furnace 
clique, that Mrs. Payne, th e wife of the witness, 
has lately come into possession of about $400 as 
blood money from the Furnace Company for the 
part taken by Payne in the prosecution of 
these prisoners. It was also stated yesterday 
by a gentleman from Irvine, that he had heard 
it said that Mra, Payne had announced her in- 
tention to leave her husband for the part he 
had taken in this prosecution without her con- 
sent. How much of these statements are cred} 
wie jt is hard to say. They are given as 
related to us for what they are worth. 

The other three prisoners brought in yester- 
day were T. N. Williams, W. A. Niel and John 
See, who are charged with whipping a white 
woman in Powellcounty. These gentlemen say 
they are innocent and can satisfactorily estab- 
lish an alibiin their favor. They will have an 
examination before Commissioner Meriwether 
to-day. They are represented by Maj. W. 0. 
Watts and Gen. W. L. Jackson. They have come 
prepared to give bail, if held over, but believe 
that they will be discharged if they are not forced 
to waive an examination and give bail. 

The United States authorities seem determined 
to ferret out the truth of these mountain out- 
rages, but the preponderance of evidence, as yet 
adduced and published in these columns from 
time to time, seems to point to the fact, as said, 
that they were the result of labor and not polit- 
ical motives. 


THE JAIL. 


Terrible Condition of the Institution— 
The Prisoners Stripped, with the 
Thermometer at 125. - 

The vondition of the jall, albeit built but little 
over a year, has been the subject of grave and 
serious complaint. It has been proven beyond 
the shadow of a doubt to be not only unsafe for 
the keeping of the prisoners within its walls, but 
so miserably arranged as to be positively unfit in 
the heat of the day for the close confinement of 
prisoners. At the last meeting of the Coun- 
ceil, the guards that had hitherto been 
employed by the city for the outside 
of tbe prison walls were dispensed with. These 
guards, three in number, were consequently dis- 
charged; but this discharge necessitated the 
much closer confinement of the prisoners within 
the jail. Formerly it was the custom to release 
them from their cells in the morning; but yester- 
day it was thought necessary to keep them con 
fined until 2P.m., when they were allowed to 
congregate in the halls, and to remain until half 
past six, when they were locked up again. The 
outer wall is but nine inches thick, composed of 
but three bricks through, and might easily be 
penetrated in the course of an hour. There are 
but four turmkeys employed, who have 
alternate watches of two each, who are 
necessarily part of the time in the front office,and 
therefore cannot keep up a strict watch. Yes- 


terday, as stated, the prisoners were locked up 


during the . The temperature in the 
cells was fearfully sultry. A thermometer was 
introduced a little after 10 a. M., and marked 105 
degrees after fifteen minutes and 188 degrees 
after twenty-five minutes. As may be imagined, 
this was almost unbearable, and the unbappy 
prisoners were compelled to divest themselves 
of every vestige of clothing. A reporter 
of the Covrnmmsre-Jounnat visited the jail 
im the afternoen, and, to test the 
matter, remained in one of the cells for a few 
moments. Ina moment the perspiration began 
o pour from his body, and a few moments later 
it became suffocating. This was after the cells 
had been opened for some time and were com- 
peratively cool. Last night, after the adjourn- 
ment of the Council, ten or twelve of the mem- 
bers, on invitation of Mr. Camp, visited the jail 
to examine for themselves, and the result of 
their observations will probably appear at the 
next meeting.
